This opinion Is formed after 
an experience of 14 years as mayor of 
this city." 


Edwin N. Curtis, ofBostou, remarks 
th at "public parks have been found to 
be necessary 
for the preservation of 
health, and they should be jealously 
guarded for the benefiter the people. 
T h e low death rate of London 
is 
thought to be due to a plentiful supply 
of good water and the many parks, 
large and 
small, giving breathing 
spaces within the cliv limits ’’ 
"Open spaces however small they 
may he, are the most desirable 
breathing places for the people, espec 
tally the poorer classes. 
It Is quite an 
Item for a poor man to be compelled P 
pay even so small a sum its IU cents for 
a round trip to take his wife and chil 
dren to a park that Is situated on the 
outskirts of a city. but if there are 
breathing spots nearby where his lit 
tie ones can play beneath the trees it 
is, to say the least, a great blessing for 
hip*. 
Let grounds bt? donated by pr< 
gresslve citizens or purchased

public funds, and let the small parks 
lie made as numerous as possible! 
order that the
